KAYSVILLE OPERA
HOUSE BURNS DOWN

Glen Harper Company Loses Its Entire
Effects—Entire Loss and No
Insurance.

The Kaysville opera house was
burned to the ground this morning at

3 o'clock The cause of the fire |Is
unknown. As the bullding carried no
insurance, the loss of $5,000 is com-
plete.

The night before the fire the Glen

Harper dramatic company presented
“Rip Van Winkle” to a large audicnce.
After the performance the audience
and the actors left the bullding, and
the janitor extinguished the lights and
went home, supposedly leaving the
place In safe condition. About 3
o'clock next morning, only a few hours
after the doors were closed, the town
was awakened by the cry of fire, and
stréenuous efforts were made by the
cltizens to save their opera house. It
Wwas a frame structure and the flames
had soon reduced It to a heap of ashes,
the efforts of the volunteer fire brigade
formed by the people proving of no
avail The fire consumed the entire
effects of the dramatic company, valued
at between $500 and $1,000. Except the
burning of two or three Bamberger
line poles, the flames were confined to
the one bullding.
The XKaysville. opera house was
erected in 1873 by the Kaysville ecclesi-
astical ward In 1509 it was entirely
remodeled, at considerable cost, mak-
Ing it a model little playhouse The
reason no insurance was carried on the
building was on account of the rate
quoted by the Insurance companies,
which was so high as to exceed the
vearly profits from the building A
new opera house will probably be con-
structed on the same site, but this mat-
ter has not yet been decided on.
